Of  the  Protestants,  in 


Shewing  how  the  French  and  Indians 
join  together  to  fcalp  the  Englifh,  and 
the  manner  of  their  Scalping,  &c.  See* 
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IP  think  good  to  let  the  Country  know, 
that  it  could  not  be  avoided,  though  all  ' 
means  were  ufed  abroad  and  at  home  to  bring 
the  Enemy  to  terms  of  peace,  to  no  purpofe, 
were  forced  to  declare  War  for  the  fafety  of 
our  Settlements  in  America,'  and  our  Lives 
and  Liberties  at  home.  Alfo  an  account  of 
the  MaiTacre  committed  by  the  Indians  there, 
wbo  deftroy  Men,  Women  and  Children. 

WHEREAS  feme  people  think  much  at 
the  charge  of  the  prefent  War,  and  the  addi¬ 
tional  Taxes,  it  is'therefore  thought  proper  to 
let  them  know  the  reafons  and  occafions  of  it. 
The  F  tench  endeavouring  to  fieze  on  our  Set¬ 
tlements  America  and  the  Weft  Indies,  tho’ ; 
all  proper  means  /ere  ufed  to  bring  them  t«  a 
firm  and  fettled  peace  to  no  purpofe;  but  tak¬ 
ing  into  alliance  a  Heathen  People  called  In¬ 
dians,  contrary  to  the  Laws  of  all  .'Na¬ 
tions.  They  are  the  original  Inhabitants  of 
A  mi  ft  f-C  A ,  ax>d  they  are  glad  of  she  oppertu- 
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nity  of  the  aid  and  afliftance  of  the  French  to 
revenge  themfelves  of  the  Englifh ;  therefore 
they  have  no  Mercy  td  Man,  Woman,  or 
Child,  but  put  all  to  the  Sword,  wherever  they 
come  killing  and  fcalping  them,  fleaing  the 
Skin  and  Hair  from  their  head,  and  every  one 
of  thefe  they  carry  to  the  French,  they  give 
them  as  a  reward  40  (hillings  a  piece,  Marty 
Huudreds  of  poor  Families  have  been  murder¬ 
ed,  and  others  forced  to  fly,  and  to  leave  all 
behind  them  to  fave  their  lives.  We  hope 


that  Lord  John  Murrey,  Colonel  of  the  Hi: 
land  Regiment,  will  flop  their  proceedings  i% 
foon  as  they  receive  the  reinforcement,  de¬ 
fined  for  that  purpole.  The  Highland  corps 
has  deftroyed  Numbers  of  the  Indians,  and 
(erved  them  as  they  ferved  the  Inhabitants.  So 
His  Majefty  had  very  good  reafon  to  declare 
War  againft  France.  .  f 


His  Majefty’s  Declaring  of  War  againft  this 
French  King,  after  Reciting  the  unwarrantable 
proceedings  of  the  French  in  the  Weft-Indies 
t»nd  •  North- America,  fince  the'condofiart.jft' 
the  Treaty  ©1  Aix  la  chappelle,  and  the  dlur- 
pa'.ions  and  encroachments  made  by  them, 
upon  our  territories  in  t&pfe  parts,  wh  eh  have 
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been  fo  notorious  and  frequent,  that 
they  cannot  but  be  looked  upon  as  a 
lufficient  Evidence  of  a  former  defign 
and  refolution  in  that  Court,  to  purfue 
invariably  fuch  meafures  as  ftiould  moft 
effectually  promote  their  ambitious 
Views, without  any  regard  to  their  moft 
folemn  treaties  and  engagements,  their 
repairing  &  enlarging  the  Fortifications 
of  Dunkirk ,  marching  great  Bodies  of 
Troops  down  to  the  coaft,  and  threate¬ 
ning  us  with  in  Invafion  ;  fets  forth, 
that  in  order  to  prevent  the  execution  of 
thefe  DefgnSy  and  to  provide  for  the  fe- 
curity  of  his  Kingdom ,  thus  threatned 
His  Ma]efty  could  no  longer  forbear 
giving  Orders ,  for  the  feezing  at  Sea , 
the  Ships  of  the  French  King  and  bis 
fubjeSls .  Notwithfe dnding  which ,  as  he 
wat  fill  unwilling  to  give  up  all  hopes , 
that  an  Accommodation  might  be  ejfeSlody 
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lie  had  contented  himlelf  hitherto  with 
detaining  the  faid  Ships,  an,d  preferving 
them  as  far  as  poflible  their  Cargoes 
intire,  without  proceeding  to  the  con- 
nftation  of  them,  but  it  being  now  evi- 
1  dent  by  the  hoftile  Invafion,  actually 
made  by  the  French  King  of  the  Ifland 

of  Minorca ,  that  it  is  the  determined

refolution  of  that  Court,  to  hearken  to 
no  terms  of  Peace,  but  to  carry  on  the 
War,  which  has  been  long  begun  on 
their  part  with  the  utmoft  violence  : 

His  Majefty  can  no  longer  remain 
confidently  with  what  he  owes  to  his 
fubje<Sts  within  thefe  bounds,  which 
from  a  delire  of  Peace,  he  had  hitherto 
oblerved.  His  Majesty  has  therefore 
thought  proper  to  declare  War,  &  does 
hereby  declare  War  againd  the  French 
King,  relying  on  the  help  of  Almighty 
God,  in  his  undertaking,  and  being 
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affined  of  the  hearty  concu rence  of  his 
-  fubjedts,  in  fupport  of  fo  good  a  caufe, 
hereby  Requiring  his  Captain  General 
of  his  Forces,  his  Commiffioners  for 
executing  the  Office  of  his  high  Admi¬ 
ral  of  Great-Britain,  his  Lieutenants  of 
fever al  Counties ,  Governors  of  his  Forts 
and  Garrifons,  and  all  other  Officers  and 
Soldiers  under  them  by  Sea  and  Land., 
to  execute  all  hoftility  again  fl  the  French 
King,  his  V affels  a?id  fubiects ,  and  to  op- 
pofe  their  Attempts ,  willing  &  requiring 

all  his  fubjeSls  to  take  Notice  of  the  fame 
when  His  MajeJly  henceforth  JlriSlly  for¬ 
bids  to  hold  any  communication  with  the 
faid  French  King ,  or  Jend  or  caufe  to  be 
fent  any  men ,  Horfe ,  Anns ,  P owder,  or 
Ball,  IK  heat  or  Flour,  or  any  other  con¬ 
traband  Goods  what  fever,  we  have  given 
Orders  to  all  ffips  of  our  N avy  to  fetch 

and  feze  at  Sea ,  all  fucb  Ships ,  be  of 

what 
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■what  Country  they  will,  and  to  take  them  as 
lawful  prize. 

This  America  is  called  a  fourth  part  of  th* 
World  j  tho’  no  Man  know  the  breadth  or 
length  of  it  nor  dare  they  go  to  fee.  It  is 
a  del'ert  Wildernefs  of  wilds  and  Forefts.  Thefe 
Indians  are  between  a  black  and  a  tawney 
fwathy  people,  Heathens  that  know  not  Goo  : 
The  Country  was  taken  from  fhem  in  Queen 
Elizabeth’s  time,  and  in  fome  other  Princes 
time  fince  ;  they  go  naked  only  a  piece  of 
Skin  before  them  ;  there  is  four  Kingdoms  of 
them  that  borders,  on  the  Englifli  fetdements; 
their  Kings  were  a  plume  of  feathers  on  their  heads 
of  all  forts  of  wild  birds,  with  necklaces  of  fine, 
(hells  about  their  necks  and  wrifts  ;  they  live 
in  thefe  Forefts  upon  filh,  fowl  apd  wild  beads, 
but  neither  plow  nor  fow  ;  the  French  have  taken 
thefe  Heathens  into  Alliance  ;  and  finds  them  arms  ' 
and  ammunition }  and  ail  things  neceflary  to  de- 
ftroy  the  Englifh  ;  and  they  are  glad  of  the  bppor- 
tunity,  which  they  never  had  before  to  revenge 
themfelves  of  the  Englilh  for  taking  the  Country 
from  them.  The  French  make  bolts  and  fetid 
them  to  (hoot  thofe.  Many  Hundreds  of  poor 
Families  they  have  murdered  in  America  fince  the 
War  begun.  They  give  no  Quarters  to  Men  j 
Women  or  Children;  many  Hundreds  of  poor 
Inhabitants  are  fled  over  to  them  to  fave  their  fives 
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and  left  all  behind  them.  Their  King  allows  them4 .  ? 
Six-pence  a  day  for  Men  and  Women  ;  and  five 
pence  a  day  for  Children;  till  they  iee  if  they  can 
drive  out  the  French  and  Indians  out  of  their  habi¬ 
tations,  to  fend  them  home  again.  This  Affair 
was  not  taken  in  time,  if  we  had  fent  a  ilrongarmy 
at  Firft  they  had  been  fooner  drove  out,  but  now  • 
they  are  itrongly  Fortified.  Thefe  Indians  lie  on  - 
their  back  or  fides,  and  fire  as  quick  as  we  can  on 
our  feet.  •  •
